UNITED NATIONS, Feb 
20, (AP): The five permanent 
members of the Security 
Council have tentatively 
agreed on a draft paper call- 
ing for a Gulf war arms 
embargo against. Iran, 
diplomatic sources said. 

The souFC^ speaking yester- 
day on condition of anonymity, 
called it a significant stq) towart 
an embargo sought by the United 
States and other Western 
nations. The Soviet Union and 
.China have been reluctant to 
implement an embargo or single 
out Tehran before further 
diplomatic efTorts by UN 
Seaiela/y-General Javier Perez 
de Cuellar to settle the Iran-Iraq 
war. 

The United States is prerident 
of the Security Council this 
month in a system of monthly 
rotating presidency. US 
Secretary of State George Shultz 
wiO visit Moscow this weekend 
and the embargo is expected to be 
discussed during meetings there. 

CantioHcd 

But the somoBs cautioned that 
the draft resolution was an unof- 
ficial "oonpaper*' and that 
arduous nagotiations were 
expected before any agreement 
among the IS council members 
could M reached. 

*‘(t is a 'nonpaper' on which . 
the five will conunue to work and 
on which the opinions of the 
other 10 members are wdeome,*' 
one source said. 

Ihe sources said that council 
discussions were expected on 
whether lo idendfy Iran by name 
and on the possibility of an inter- 
national naval peacekeeping 
force in the Gulf, as proposed 1^ 
the Soviet Union. Moscow ba« 
been calling for a UN naval 
presence and said the US armada 
in the Gulf threatens peace. 

The sources said the live per- 
manent Security Council mem- 
bers agreed on Thursday on the 
working paper calling for an 
aims embar^ against Iran. The 
paper was distributed yesterday 
to the other 10 members of the 
Council, the sources said.

. by having a hi^ metabolic 
rate, such as one has while 
exerdring, then it could^shor^ 
ten your lifespan,*’ McCarter 
said. 

' Rates 

McCarter begun 

experiments using 160 rats to 
test the connection between 
metallic rales and lifespan. 

The idea that each person can use 
only a pre-determine_d 
amount of emories during his 
life is sometimes called the 
*‘raie-of-living’' theory. 

The theory, one of many put 
foiih by scientists lo explain 
why people grow old, has 
been around in various forms 
since the turn of the century. 

“Nobody knowns what the age- 
ing process is. The research 
community is looking at a lot 
of theories to see what we can 
prove or disprove,” McCar- 
ter said.

UN diplomats have said that 
both Iran and Iraq have been 
intranrigent, but iran 
been the major stumblib block 
to implementation of the 
Swurity Counefl resdntion. 

, Jlraq has said it aooqits the 
resolution as written and 
opposes any changes. But Iran 
has sought to rearrange various 
elements in the resolution and to 
emphaase the need to brand Iraq 
the aggressor as the preiequirite 
for peace in the region.

Amir receives Kremlin 
message on Afghanistan 


A SOVIET envoy yesterday 
delivered a message to HH the 
Amir from Kremlin leader Mik- 
hail Gorbachev on the Afghan 
crisis, offidals sakL 

Ihe envoy, Oleg Grinevsky 
arrived in Kuwait Baglhdad 
yesterday to gain support for 
Moscow’s Afj^im troop pullout 
initiative, they said. 

They gave no details of the 
contents of the message, but said 
they believed it contained as 
outlme of the Kremlin’s ofler to 
start withdrawing Soviet troops 
frdm Afj^anisun on May 15 if 
Pakistan and AfdiHmstan 
a^ee to a peaceftdrettiement 
. .two months bdbre that date. 

Delaying 

Pakistan belongs to the 46- 
member Organisation of Islamic 
Conference chaired by the Anur. 
Afghanistan's membersbm was 
suspended after the i^Soviet 
intervention. 

The Soviet Union has accused 
Islamabad of delaying its 
initiative by saying it woum not 
ago asetUeinmtwith the present 
Moscow-backed Afghan reguse. 

In Baghdad, Grinevsky held 
talks with Iraqi Pterideot Sad- 
dam Hussein. 

■ In Islamabad, Minister of 
State for Foreign Affairs 
Noorani denied Soviet charges 
that it had threatened to stall an 


Afghan peatte settlement by ins- 
istmg on an interim government 
ittl^ul. 

“It u absolutely wrong to say 
that Pakistan is creating 
pro blems or is dragging i ts feet or 
creating obstacles,” he said. 

The minister, reiurning from 
visits to Washington and Lon- 
don, repeated Pakistan’s view 
that there could be more blood- 
shed in Afj^anistan if a tran- 
sitional government was not 
esiablishu before Soviet troops 
withdraw. ' 

The official Pakistani news 
agency quoi^ Noorani as telling 
reporters there was ”a grat 
appreciation axxduiideis^dmg 
or Pakistan’s principled stand” 
is Waslungton and London. 

Noorani is leaving for Beijing 
today as part of oonsnltabons 
with frientUyraun tries before the 
next round of indirect talks with 
Afghanistan in Geneva begin on 
March 2.

Soviet Deputy Foreign Mini- 
ster Yuli Vorontsov, wto visited 
Pakistan last week, onTbur- 
say that Islamabadwasthreaten- 
ing to delay a solution by deman- 
ding the creation of an interim 
government before rigning an 
accord in Geneva. 

“lliis is a very dangerous 
development in our view b^use 


we think the Afghan people must 
do it themselves,” a Soviet 
Foreign Ministry spokesman 
said on Thursday. 

Kremlin lead^ Mikhail Gor- 
bachev said earlier this month 
that Soviet troops in Afgh^s- 
tan would be withdrawn within 
10 months b^mning on May IS 
if Kabul and Islamabad signed 
the accord two months bobre 
that date. 

In Helrinki, US Secretary of 
State George Shultz expr^sed 
support yesterday for the idea of 
an interim government for Afgh- 
anistan as demanded by Pakistan 
and said he would raise the mat- 
ter in talks with Sovtet leaders. 

Shultz arrived in Helsinki 
from Washington yesterday fora 
one-day stopover on his way to 
Moscow for talks m preparation 
for a Soviet-U$ summiL 

Speaking to reporters bn the 
plane, be said an interim govern- 
ment to replace the Soviet- 
backed one in Kabul ”is a way of 
making a contribution of 
stability in the country as withdr- 
awal (of Soviet troops) takes 
place.' 

He added; ”Tbat's a very 
understandable desire which we 
would like to see.” Tbe US wiU 
cut off its military aid to ^gh^ 
rebels when the Soviets stop giv- 
ing weapons to Afghan govern-, 
ment forces, be said. 


CHANDIGARH, India, Feb20. 
(Agencies): Security diiefs today 
derated creating a virtiia] im> 
man's land along the border bet- 
ween India's Punjab state and 
Paktstan after at least 30 people 
died in a wave of bombings and 
shootings. 

A police spokesman in the 
state caiMtal, Chandigarh, said 
they had revived the idea of try- 
ing to staunch the flow of 
weapons to Sikh militants by 
impraing a five-km (three-mile) 
security belt along that sector of 
the frontier. 

India has long alleged that 
most of the weapons fuelling a 
blooity campaign by exiremisis 
for a Skh homdand in the north 
Indian state have been smuggled 
across the Paldstao border. 

Orrimd 

In an interim move, the police 
chiefs ordered work to Mgin 
issuing identity cards to some 
S(X),000 local people. Anybody 
else entering the area would 
require a permit 

The spokesman said declara- 
tion of a security belt, which was 
rejected as impractical in 1985. 
could the evacuation and 
relocation of all the villagers liv- 
ing in the 350 km (220 mile) Pun- 
jab border zone. 

At present only farmers are 
allow^ into a SOO-metre (yard) 
strip alopg that part of the border 
but that would be expanded 10 
times if the security belt proposal 
were accept.

The immediate response to the 
latest siau^ier in the state was to 
order even heavier pairing of 
the most sensitive rablic are^ 
such as rinemaK, railway stations 
and bus stands. 

Friday’s bombing of four 
court bouses across the state, 
which killed 10 people, bad 
already prompted security forces 
te go on maximum alert in Pun- 
jab, neighbouring Haryana and 
tte caiMtal New Delhi. 

Punjab governor Siddbarta 
Sbanlw Ray condemned the 


killings as "a wanton criminal act 
against humanity." but the 
slaughter conlinued today with 
the killing of 10 members of one 
family. 

Police said Kewal Singh, his 
wife, four sons, two dau^ters 
and two other relatives were 
ordered from their beds by seven 
extremists and gunned down. 
Their bodies were then doosed 
with petrol and set on fire. 

The gunfire was drowned by 
Sikh hyras blaring over a louds- 
peaker in a neighbour's house 
but the fire alerted a police 
patroU police said. 

Tb^ described the attack on 
the family as a “revenge killins” 
of suspreted police informers by 
extremists, who are fitting for a 
sqarate Sikh state in^njab. 

The gunmen also killed 
another man in the same village 
ofSan»ra, 30 km (20 miles) from 
the Sikh holy city of Amritsar. 

Seven more (tied in scattered 
Idllings yesterday, while today 
two were killed near Ajnritsar 
when gunmen sprayed a bus stop 
with automatic fire. 

Upsurge 

This year has seen a big 
upsurge in violence by the 
n^tanfs fighting for Khalistan. 
So far more than 220 have died, 
comimed with about 1,200 for 
the whole of 1 987 and fewer than 
700 in 1986. 

In an unrelated incident in 
Punjab on Friday night, two 
Hindu brick kiln labourers were 
shot dead at Baini Gillan village, 
1 5 Ion ( 10 miles) from Amritsar, 
polices^. 

One man died from injuries 
suffered in a bomb blast in Gur- 
daspur in the morning, to rise to 
' 10 the toll In a series of bomb 
attacks ai courts in the state on 
Friday. Three of the victims died 
in Punjab’s disirici, where a bank 
guaid was also shot dead by the 
extremisu. 

On the same day, the 
extremists shot and killed two 
petmlein another part of Patiala 
ana two in nearby Sangnir dis- 
trict, which has seen little 
violence in the past year.

US lifts ban on visas for Syrians 


DAMASCUS, Feb 20, (Agen- 
cies): The United States, in an 
apparent conciiiatoQ' move 
towards Damascus, is Utwg visa 
restrictions on Syrian nationals, 
a senior US embassy ofticial said 
today. 

“On Monday we will end the 
requirement for a delay on 
Syrians seeking visas to the 
United States,” he told Reutera. 

Washington recalled its 
Ambassador, R^'am Ea^eton, 
in Oct 198ti after Britain broke 
diplomatic ties with Syria, accus- 
ing Damascus ofinv^vaDent in 
a plot to blow up an Israeli 
airliner (lying from London. 
Syria denied the charge. 

Rgetriedom . 

A month later. President 
Reagan imposed sanctions on 
Syria, including a ban on higb- 
1^/d contacts and restrictions on 
Syrian applicants for tosas. 

But Reagan sent a special 
envoy, Vernon Walters, to 


Damascus last June for talks 
with President Hafez Al Assad 
aimed atimprovingrdatioDS and 
Eagleton returned to Syria a 
memth later. 

Under the visa restrictions, 
Syrians had to wait for at least a 
month to get clearance. The 
embassy omdal said qualified 
Syrians would now be able to get 
a visa in one day. 

Diplomats said the US 
dednOD might beconnected with 
a Middle East tour tty Secretary 
of State George Shultz next 
week. 

There has been no indication 
whether ^ultz will viat Syria, 
which has rejected WashIngiOD's 
latest East peace plan 

calling for an mternational meet- 
ing in April followed Ity direct 
Arab-Israeli talks on limited self- 
role for Palestinians in Israeli- 
occupied territories. 

Most Arab countries, includ- 
ing Syria, Jordan and Egypt, 


want an .mternational peace con- 
ference held under UN auspices 
and attended by the Security 
Council's. five pexmanenl mem- 
bers and all parties concerned, 
including the PLO. 

Meanwhile. Egyptian 

President Hosni Mubarak uiged 
the United States to negotiate 
with Syria, during regioiw con- 
tacts on Middle East peace, a 
Cairo weekly reported. 

Jo an early edition of today’s 
Akbbar Al YoimL a report also 
said Mubarak, King Ftussein of 
Jordan and PLO chairman Yas- 
ser Aj^at had coordinated their 
stands vis-a-vis American ideas 
for a secernent of the Arab- 
IsradiconflicL 

The report, attributing its 
information to an unidentified 
“responsible source" said 
“Piement Hosni Mubarak adv- 
ised the American administra- 
tion on the necessityto hold talks 
with Ssmaduring any contacts in 
the region.” 


SUE4 Feb 20. (y^endes): Ten 
American and Britisb naval units 
returning home from duty in the 
troubletTGuirr^on steamed up 
the Suez Canal toward the 
Mediterranean Sea today. 

Canal ^officials, speaking 
anonymously under operating 
rules, said the battleship Iowa, 
two other American ve^els and 
seven British units ted a r^ular 
north-bound convoy totaling 40 
ships. They arrived at Suez, at the 
southern end of the waterway, 
yesterday and began the transit 
at dawn. 

The US ships also included the 
guided mistile cruiser Tricon- 
deroga and the destroyer Oeyo. 

Reduction 

The Royal Navy vessels were 
the destroyer York, the frigates 
Battleaxe and S^lfa,. the mine 
hunters Hurworlh and Brock- 
leslty. the supply vessel Itd^pr- 
ing and the mme-warfare sup- 
port ship Abdiei. 

The US warships were withdr- 
awn from the Gulf task force 
under a cutback announced in 
Washington last Tuesday. 

Rivard Armitage, Assistant 
Defence Secretary for inter- 


national security affaiis, said at 
the Pentagon that success in 
escorting US-flagged tankers 
and in huntii^ imnes allowed 
some fine-tuning of American 
forces in the Gulf area. 

The convoy and mine-hunting 
operations have been under way 
smee last summer to safeguard 
shipjMDg against attacks stem- 
ming from the Iran-lraq war. 

Armitage saJd, however, the 
reduction signal!^ no change in 
Washington's Gulf policy. 

The bome-bouna Briti^ units 
were part of a staggered 
replacement process, according 
to British defence sources. 
Several British warships bound 
for the Gulf region transited the 
SuezCanal from the MoJiterran- 
ean this month. 

In Bahrain, shipping sources 
said today that a ship spott^ a 
suspected mine drifting off the 
coast of the Gulf state of (jaiar 
yesterday. 

They said (^tar marine radio 
issued a warning to ships after a 
black object with points was 
righted five miles southwest of 
Rasrakan lighthouse. 

Qatar’s Navy was investigat- 
ing the repon, they added.

Israelis kill two Palestinian demonstrators 


RAMALLAH, West Bank, Feb 
20, (Agendes): Israeli troops 
shot dead two Palestinians, one a 
12-year-old boy, and wounded 
se>«Fal othera during protests in 
tte occupied West Bank today, 
military sources said. 

They stud the boy was killed 
during demonstrations in the 
Tulkarem refugee camp. 
Another boy of 10 was woundra 
in the diest by troops. 

Palestinian sources ktentified 
the dead boy as Nassarailab 
AMul Qader and the injured 
child as Sami Al Basriouny. 

Earlier today, a border police 
olTioer shot de^ a Palestinian 
demonstrator near a mosque in 
Ramallah, where dashes also 
occurred. 


More than 10 people were 
mjur^ in today’s dash^ accor- 
ds to military sources. 

The two deaths raised to 59 the 
number of Palestinians killed 
during more than 10 weeks of an 
Arab upriang against Isradi rule 
in the occupied West Bank and 
GazaStrip. 

Burled 

Hospital ofTicials said 
Abdallah Atta Abdallah Attaya, 
20, was shot in the bead at close 
range in Ramallah. 

*^c was apparently hit by 
multiple bullet^” said Isa Salti, 
director of Ramallah govern- 
ment hospital. 

Outride the mosque, pools of 
blood were left on the street 


Security sources said relatives 
took Attaya'sbody from the hos- 
^tal and buried him in his nearby 
village in Kufr Ni’meh. 

"I feel proud that my brother 
fen on the land of Palestine for 
the sake of Palestine. He is not 
the first and will not be the last 
and this is a bridge we all must 
pass,” Mohammad Attaya, an 
employee for the United Nations 
Relief and Works Agency 
(Unrwa), said. 

An Ajmy ^keswoman said 
border polm opened fire when 
their vehicle, stopped by a make- 
shift roadblock at the entrance to 
an alleyway in Ramallah. came 
under a hul of sionts and bottles 
thrown by youths. 

"The force tried to save itself 


by firing tear gas and rubber 
bullets. One of the border police 
officers was li^tly injured by a 
stone. When the force felt their 
lives were in danger, an officer 
fired and apparently from the 
gunfire theyouth was killed,” she 
said. 

Palestinian eyewitnesses said 
the border pouce officer shot 
Attaya as he ran away from the 
v^cle. 

Gunshot 

Salti said another youth was' 
brought to Ramallah ho^ital 
witha gunshot wound in his ann. 

But the youth escaped when 
the Anny began firing tear gas 
and rubtier bullets into the hosjy 
ital, he said. 


One tear gas canister landed in 
the hospital laboratory and 
another in the maternity ward, 
forcing hospital sialT to carty 
away 12 premature babies in 
incubators. 

In the West Bank town of Bani 
Naim near Hebron, troops shot 
and slightly wounded three 
Palestinian youths during 
violent demonstrations this mor- 
ning, an Army ^kesman said. 

Palestinian sources said 
mask^ demonstrators burled 
stones at an Army vehicle in Bani 
Naim, injuring a soldier. The 
Army responded with tear ga^ 
rubbw bullets and live ammuni- 
tion, injuring at least 10 people.

Enrile’s aide held 
in murder probe

M^ILA, Feb 20, (UPIJ: 
Military authorities today 
ordered the arrest of a lop aide to 
fonner Defence Secretary Juan 
Ponce Enrile in connection with 
the 1986 murders of trade ^imp n 
leader Rolando OlaJia and his 
driver. 

Soldiers went to the home of 
Capt. Rex Robles at suburban 
camp Aguinaldo to serve the 
arrest warrant, but the former 
head of Enrile's intelligence div- 
ision refused to go with them. 

Contacted by telephone, 
Robles declined comment exo^t 
to say be was waiting to talk with 
his lawyer. His wife, Marilyn, 
said Robles is to be charged with 
alleged involvement in the slay- 
ings of Olalia and his driver 
Leonore Alay-Ay. 

Robles has b^ under house 
arrest since the Aug 28 coup 
attempt that left S3 people dead 
and came close to ousting 
President Corazon Aquino. But 
no charges had been filed against 
him. 

The arrest warrant came a day 
after the National Bureau of 
Investigation announced that 
five officers of the Reform the 
Armed Forces Movement, 
known by its acronym RAM, 
plotted the murder of Olalia who 
headed the militant May 1st 


movement and the leftist Bayan 
Parly. 

The announcement came 
amid preparations for Thurs- 
day's celebration of the second 
anniversary of the February 
revolution that swept Aquino 
into power. 

Olalia and Alay-Ay were kid- 
napped Nov 12. 1986. Their 
bodies were found the following 
day in the Manila suburb of 
Antipolo. 

Robles was one of the key 
organisers of RAM. which hel- 
ped install Aquino. RAM 
ofticers later were linked to a 
series of five coup attempts. 

National Bureau of Investiga- 
tion director Jesus Antonio Car- 
pio said at a news conference 
Friday the five officers were 
implicated by Gilberto Galicia, 
35. a former Defence Apart- 
ment intelligence agent. 

Galicia was captured Feb 14in 
the northern province of Abra. 
He was earlier arrested in con- 
nection with the Olalia muider 
but was subsequently released 
for lack of evidence. 

Carpio said Galicia confessed 
his involvement in the killings 
and named the five RAM ofHoers 
as his accomplices, including ren- 
egade Li Col Oscar Legaspi who 
allegedly planned the murders. 


Shoes lead

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TYRE, Feb 20. (AP): The most

Bomb blast 
kills 18 
in Namibia 

WINDHOEK, Namibia. Feb 
20, (Reuter): Four more bodies 
found in the rubble of a bomb- 
devastated bank in northern 
Namibia took the death to 18 in 
the deadliest act of sabotage in 
the South African-rua territory's 
long guerrilla war. 

Police pving the new casualty 
figure today said most of the 31 
injured were in serious condi- 
tions following the blast in the 
town ofOshakati in the far north 
of Namibia. 

The carnage, which left 
severed limbs scattered among 
the wreckage of the bank, 
brought a vow of revenge from 
police. 

"We will get these murderers,” 
said a police spokesman. 

Reporters flown to Oshakati 
in the far north of Namilna saw 
limbs lying amid wreckage scat- 
tered scores of metres around the 
bank, which was virtually 
obliterated. 

Reuter. reporter_John Lieben- 
berg quoted wiuusses as sajring 
they had seen people running out 
- oF Uie bank -with ihek-ckHhesi^ 
fire and rolling on the ground to 
try and smother the flames. 

They also said poUce fired tear 
gas to'disperse crowds in scenes 
of panic that followed the 
expfosion.

Opposition vows to oust Ershad 


DHAKA, Feb 20. (Reuter): Ban- 
gladeshi opposition leaders ren- 
ewed their vow today to oust 
President Mohammad Ershad 
amid si^ns of division wi thin 
thdr anti-government alliance. 

“The fall of the present gover- 
nment is inevitable. No one can 
stick to power for long by using 
force and rroression.”

Waldheim 
splits Austria 


Race and political crisis boost Mahathir’s image 


By David Lewis 

^ENNAr<R^tCT): KurtWaid- 
heim, who became I^esident of 
Austria in 1986 saying his office 
symbolised what united the 
nation, has now become its 
gmtest source of conflict and 
di^nsion since World War 11. 

president should act as a 
stabilising influence who can 
help reconcile conflicts and be 
recognised as a non-party 
mediator,** Waldheim said in his 
inaugural address on July 8, 
1986. 

*‘...Tbe office of president Alls 
the need to symbolisewhat unites 
us and not what divides us.** 

^neteen months later, the 
daily Oberoesterreichischen 
Nachrichten described him in a 
recent editorial as **a president ' 
who does not unite, but splits.” 

This week's conservative 
Wochenpresse news magazine 
fronts a grim Waldheim between 
a deeply-rent red-and-white 
Austnan flag. The headline: 
**Gashes right through Austria.” 

The 69-year-old former 
United Nations chief has vowed 
to stay in office despite a report 
damning both his activities in 
Hitler*s Army and his credibility. 

The Waldheim issue threatens 
to rend the coalition govern- 
ment, and has divided ordinary 
Austrians along lines of party, 
age, education, occupation and 
geography. 

While his predecessor Rudolf 
Kirchschlaeger is still revered as 
a man of almost saintly good- 
ness, Waldheim is the subject of 
fierce debate at worlu in public 
bars and at home. 

Even children ate takin| up 
the issue. Education Mimster 
Hilde Hawlicek says some 
school-pupils are ripping down 
or vandalising Walohcvm’s por- 
traits on school walls. 

Christian Haerpfer, deputy 
head of the Vienna Institute for 
Conflict Research, sketched out 
the characteristics of the two 
campsfound byan as yet unpubl- 
ished survey of 2,000 Austrians. 

**The president's typical sup- 
porter is likdy to close to tte 
0£ VP ( the conservative People*s 
Party), to live in the country 
rather than a town, to follow a 
traditional occupation, to be 
older, and to live in the east of 
Austria,** he told a radio intervi- 
ewer on Wednesday. 

"His typical opponent will be 
nearer the Spoe (^xnalist Party) 
and tend to be younger, to live in 
a town, to be brtter ^ucated and 
to come from the west or the 
south.” 

The Waldheim issue threatens 
socialist chancellor Franz Vran- 
itzky's governing coalition with 
the OEVP of Alois Mock, who 
backed Waldheim for president 
and remains loyal asforeign min- 
ister and vice-chancellor. 


Vranitzky has said he may 
resign if the Waldheim affair 
continues to take up 60 per cent 
of his time. Mock and the OEVP 
leadership are sta^png loyal to 
Waldheim, at least in public. 

But there are splits in the 
OEVP as well as in ^vemmenL 

Herbert Krejci, head of Aus- 
tria's influential Assodation of 
industrialists, has attacked an 
"awful bunlrer mentality” in 
Waldheim and the OEVP of 
which he is a member. 

"1 believe we now have a situa- 
ti on where the fate of the country 
is more important than a person, 
however high his position,** he 
said on Wednesday. "The coun- 
try cannot survive this ... the 
country must come first.” 

And Fritz Ruecker, deputy 
OEVP leader in Salzburg, resig- 
ned his party posts on Wednes- 
day saying Iw could not work for 
the p^y while it had such a 
"generous** attitude to the ques- 
tion of credibility in politics. 

Many ordinary Austrians, 
while supporting Waldheim in 
principle, now believe he should 
go for pragmatic reasons. 

**1 daren't go abroad on 
holiday for fear of being sworn at 
for Mng an Austrian,” one mid- 
dle-aged secretary told Reuters, 
blaming Americans and Israelis 
for the whole controversy. 
Resentment 

Reflected and fostered by the 
rightwing daily Neue Kronen 
Zeitung, such resentment is 
wiitespread ^ not least because 
many war crime allegations 
against Waidhrim were spear- 
l^ded by the New York-based 
Worid Jewish Congress (WJC). 

" ...Of course it was perfectly 
moral for America to welcome 
with all honours the 5S man Wer- 
nher von Braun or Klaus Barbie, 
the Butcher ofLyon.” smd Thur- 
sday's Kronen with angry irony 
after WJC president Edgar Bron- 
fman branded Waldheim '*part 
and parcel of the Nazi kining 
machme” and an unrepentant 
liar. 

The more soberOberoesterrei- 
chischen Nachrichten, althou^ 
normally dose to the OEVP, said 
constant debate over whether 
Waldheim should resign was "an 
impossible situation we may 
have to endure for 4-1, '2 years.” 

The respected Salzburger 
NachriZhten harked directly 
back to Waldheim's proclaimed 
aim of recondliation and media- 
tion. 

"This is just what Waldheim 
cannot do. With that his own 
programme has failed,” it said in 
a recent editorial. 

And it pointed the way to a 
resignation. 

"Now he must take a decision 
for Austria ... however painful it 
is for him personally, now he can 
show howmuch he loves Austria, 
as he has said so oflen.” 


Peking University 
teaches poiitics

PEKING: For the first lime since 
1949, China's most prestigious 
universi ty isgetting a department 
of politics. 

It ihiil offer courses in political 
science and public administra- 
tion, said Wa^Yigiu, provost of 
Peking University. 

"The new department said will 
meet the demand of the political 
system reform,” Professor Wang 
said in an interview with the 
Monitor. 

The faculty mil be recruited 
mainly from teachers now study- 
ingabroad. since Chinese univer- 
sities have only recently offered 
courses in this field, aside from 
topics in Marxist philosophy and 
the history of the Chinese revolu- 
tion. 

Educational reforms have 
prompted Peking University to 
restructure its curriculum and 
add 10 new departinents since 
1985. The departments include 
intemaiional economics, man- 
agement, sociology, 

archaeoIog>', psychology, statis- 
tics and probability, and now 
politics. 

"Before, our priority was on 
basic disciplines, but the new 
departments emphasise the 
applied sciences and the newly 
emerging fields," the provost 
said. 

The changes at Peking Univer- 
sity may not be typical ofChina's 
more than 1.000 institutions of 
higher learning, but they do 
inoiealethedirectiott the reforms 
have taken: broadercourseoffer- 


ings, more electives, a credit sys- 
tem. and exam-free entrance 
procedures for exceptional 
students. 

Generally, however, Wang 
said that reforms in education 
have not had as strong an impact 
as China's economic reforms. 
"We're always discusring chan- 
ges in administration, but 
actually the changes are very 
few.” he said. "At present much 
decision making power is still in 
the hands of the State Education 
Commission. For the university, 
we want more power, such as the 
right to decide how many 
students to enrol and how many 
professors to promote." 

One perennial complaint from 
students concerns poor living 
conditions, and Wang said there 
had been some improvement in 
this area. New dormitories have 
been built, redudng the overcr- 
owding from eight under- 
graduate students per room to 
only six, and from four g^uate 
students per room to two or 
three. 

Military education has also 
been strengthened “to give the 
students more disciplme.” For 
the first lime, nrsi-year students 
are fKing sent ofHampus for 
four to five weeks of training at 
local military facilities. 

The school also encourages 
students -to do their own "social 
investigations" outside Peking. 
About 4.000 out of a total 
student population ofS.OOO went 
out for several weeks last summer 
to visit schools, ofTioes. and fac- 
tories throughout China.

KUALA LUMPUR. (Reuter): 
Malaysian Prime Minister 
Datuk Seri Mahathir Mohamed 
is in ‘his strongest position for 
months alter smewd handling of 
an explosive radal crisb and div- 
isions in Us ruling p^rty. political 
analysts said on Friday. 

“M ahathir is ruling supreme 
at the moment,” said professor 
Syed Husin Ali of the University 
of Malaya. 

'"His position is very, very 
much strengthened,” added a 
Western diptomat. 

The analysts said Mahathir, 
62, had benefitted from the 
Malay tradition of pulling 
bdiind their leader in times of 
difficulty and misjudgments by 
opponents of his Uni^ Malays 
National Organisation 
(UMNO) Party.

DALLAS: Dallas is a city evolv- 
ing from domination by whites to 
multiracial sharing of power — 
and the tension of change is 
showing. Minority communities 
are deman^ng a larger share of 
political power and economic 
benefits, and the traditional 
white power structure that has 
long held business, culture, and 
political control is slow to yield 
its dominance. 

Two highly puUicised shoot- 
ing deaths of police officers last 
month expo^ the strain of 
change. 

Within a !0-day period Dallas 
saw two of its X380 police 
officers gunned down. A Uack 
officer was killed as he confron- 
ted two burglars in his own apart- 
ment complex. And a white 
officer was shot on a downtown 
street with his own gun by a 
homeless black man known to be 
mentally ill. Witnesses of the 
second shooting say one or more 
black bystanders waiting for a 
bus encouraged the assailant to 
shoot as the white officer begged 
for his life. In the aflennath of 
that shooting, Dallas Police 
Chief Billy Prince publidy laid 
partial responsibility on City 
Council members who have been 
critical of the department for 
high inddenoe of police shoot- 
ings of minority dtizens. 

Affect 

*niedty is in transition,” says 
pairohnan Finnis Smith, whose 
beat includes a heavily industrial 
section of west Dallas that is 
primarily black and Hispanic. 
"We're on path going from a 
while majority dty to a black 
majority city,” the 19-year 
veteran says.

Between 1970 and 1980 Dallas 
lost more than 50,000 white 
dtiKns to tbs suburbs while the 
Uack population increased by 
about the same number, and the 
Hispanic populatioa inenosed 
by almost as much. While no 
bard figuresareavailableforsub- 
sequent years, the trend is 
assumed to have continued, with 
blacks and Hispaaics now com- 
prising perha^ 45 per cent of the 
population. 

During that same period, says 
Lawrence Redlhi^. associate 
dean of the School of Social 
Studies at the University of 
Texas in Dallas, the city erased 
bong nm by an "otignrchy** of 
white businesanen and began 
opening its power structure — 
tfarouglh district city council 
seals, for example — to other 
seguieuis.

a certain mimDer of nunorities 
who are doing just as bad a job.”

Farooq Rahman is now a 
retired Army Colonel who wants, 
to be presidrat himself. He does 
notrule out the possibi lily thathe 
mi^t 1^ another coup if he 
deades one is necessary. 

Armed with immuni ty from 
prosecution for the previous 
coup and assasrination, a steady 
income from his construction 
business in Libya and the firm 
belief that he is the best man to 
nm the country, the 41-yrar-old 
former tank commander has- 
emerged from the shadows afler 
years of exOe in Arab countries 
and detention at home. 

His Freedom Party is running 
candidates for 1 10 of the 300 
pariiament seats at stake in the 
March 3 election, which 
Hossaint ^Oba^nniad 
^'Braha^call^ -ini-an c^ort to 

meut^uve opposition rampaign 
to force him out of office. 

Win 

Faroi^ daims that in an hon- 
est election his party would win 
about 80 seats. But be adds; "In 
Third Worid countries, 1 never 
expect elections to be fair.” 

Farooq himself is not a can- 
didate in the parli^entary elec- 
tions, which the Invest opposi- 
tion parties are boycotting. 

Instead, Farooq is looking to 
the future. The Freedom P^y. 
founded last AugusL gives him a 
platform for his own preadential 
ambitions in 1991 when Ershad's 
term expires *— or sooner if 
Ershad rerigns or is removed.

WASHINGTON, D.C. — (AE) 
— If American tourists have 
stopped going to the Philippines, 
credit should be given to 
American correspondents who 
have been repling their readers 
here with tales of ah uncivilized 
pover^-stricken stinking city 
that is in the grip of ertminaU, 

The latest story from Manila, 
written by Washington Post 
corre^ndent Keith Riebburg, 
describes the city as “closer m 
appearance to the slums of Cal- 
cutta and Bombay in India than 
the c;^>itats of its more prosp- 
erous and safer neighbours.” 

This followed a lengthy article 
by James Fallows in the Atlantic 
Monthly (November), which 
describe Manila as a huge sewer 
whose people are suffering from 
moral depadation, scavengers 
li^ng on dumpsites in Tondo 
and malnourished duldren beg- 
ging on city streets. Fallows 
ascribed the political corruption 
and cronyism, the extreme of 
wealth and poverty and tribal 
fragmentaUon of Filipincs to the 
lack of culture and nationalism 
of Filipinos. 

Correspondents of the New 
York Times. Philadelphia 
Inquirer, Los Angeles Hmes and 
other major US dailies have also 
written about the abject pove^ 
of Filipinos, the rising crimin- 
ality, me threat posed by the 
Conmunist New People's Army 
to the newly restored democracy, 
continuing corruption and the 
widening gap between the rich 
and poor. 

Srores of Filipino-Americans 
in the US have deplored this 
reporting and written rejoinders 
to the newspapers about these 
“highly exaggmted descrip- 
tions” of ManUa. Some letter 
writers in New York and here 
have said the poverty and crimin- 
ality that are rampant in Manila 
can also be found in the Inner city 
slums of New York, Washington 
D.C^ and other major US cities. 

Here's how Richburg des- 
cribed Manila in an article enti- 
tled “Oh Manila! Once Stately 
Qty Is Dirty, Dangerous.” (Jan- 
uary 18). 

After saying Manila is so dif- 
ferent from the devastated city it 
was after World War (I, he said: 
“Many parts of Manila are des- 
piurin^ depressii^, confusing 
collections of dilapidated shacks, 
vacant lots strewn with garbage 
and abandoned buildings newly 
adorned with political campaign 
posters or gramti urgmg a Com- 
muhiit takeover. Said the 
Reverend John CarroU, an 


US writers slam Manila 



American-born Jesuit who has 
liv^ in Manila on off since 

the end of the war, 'Manila was 
allowed to grow up as one big 
slum.' " 

“Much of the problem rests 
with the influx of squatters, tens 
of thousands of migrants from 
the countryside who have 
shelter on unclaimed land. 
Families live destitute on tte 
streets, often huddled in door- 
ways or packed together, flve 
people to a coL Legions of defor- 
med beggars occupy curbs and 
median strips, hoping to catch a 
few coins tossed from the win- 
dow of a pas^g car. 

“Street crime is rampant — 
unusually violent murders and 
muggings dominate the front 
page of the city's popular tabloid 
newspapers. Most notorious are 
the car thieves — 'carnappers', 
they are called here — whose 
favourite method of operation is 
to shoot a driver stopped at a 
traffic light, push the body out of 
the car and drive it to the north- 
ern expressway out of the city. 

“With crime spiralling, Man- 
ilans have armed themselves to 
the teeth. Blue-uniformed 
security guards with crude, 
homemade shotguns area fixture 
here, standing guard at public 


buildings, restaurants, apart- 
ments — even at McDonald's.' 
Most hotels now have security 
checkpoints, with body frisks, at 
their entrances, and somepost 
agns that tell patrons, 'Pfease 
£>eposit Your raeanns.' 

“The wealthy minority, like 
the foreign community here, can 
esca^ the dt/s mayh^ bdiind 
the high brick walls of posh hous- 
ing subdivisions, like Forbes 
Paik in Makati, where virtually 
ev^ tree-shad^ house has a 
swimming pool and a driveway 
long enou^ for a fleet of Mer- 
cedes. 

“Manila's crime and general 
urban bli^t are stunning ndien 
compared to the other large dries 
of Southeast Asia. Bangkok has 
more traiHc cong^on, but its 
streets are generally tidy and its 
sItyUne is ali^t with new con- 
struction — attesting to 
Thailand's continuing economic 
boom. Jakarta has its sloms, but 
Indonesia's oil wealth has fos^ 
tered a booming metropolis. 

“The decay is saddest for old- 
timers who remember a quaint 
dty that combined Spanish old- 
world charms with Arian mys- 
tiq[ue. Prewar residents and 
visitors say it was proud and (ric- 
turesque; srith a gradous tree- 


lined e^lanade aJoi^'de Man- 
ila Bay and majestic threatens 
and department stores. 

“Avenida Rizal was like 
Nathan Road in Hong Kong, or 
like the Gina in Tokyo,' said 
Uto Atienza, a Libei^ Party 
candidate for mayor. Now, he 
says of the dty's once famous 
shopping street, ‘It's filthy, it's 
dark, it's crowded, it's dirty, it's 
dangerous. You can't go there 
aifer 6 o'dock at night because 
it's Just not safe. 

“Former First Lady Imelda 
Marcos, who served as Governor 
of the Metro Manila region, was 
criticized for trying to whitewash , 
Manila's problems through her 
‘beautification program' — 
planting trees, erecting high-rise 
hotels and hiding thei»verty and 
decay bdiind a gleaming facade. 

“Authors Fred Poole and Max 
Vanzi, in their recent book on the 
Marcos-era Philippines, describe 
Imelda's Manila as 'a crazed 
modern Oriental version of 
something that Louis XIV, as 
played out by the Marx brothers, 
mi^t have created.' 

“Now that gjitlery facade is 
b^inning to crumble. 

“Tramc is cluttered with 
colorful but crowded 'jeepneys,* 
pushcarts, bicycles witii sidecars 
and even an occasional horse- 
drawn carriage. Taxis and buses 
belch out choking smoke. 
Drivers routinely rush through 
red li^ts with horns blaring. 

“Potholes have made some 
side streets impassable and tur- 
ned some main thoroughfares 
into l unar landscaj^ 

“Even walking is hazardous. 
While avoiding pungent piles of 
garbage, pedestnans must be on 
the lookout for open manh oles. 
Scavengers have stolen most of 
the mmiole lids to seD as scrap 
metal. 

“Piles and puddles of human 
waste foul some streets. Column- 
ist and opposition politican Kit 
Tatad devoted a recent column 
to the problem of public urina- 
tion. In 30 years in Manila, he 
wrote, ‘1 have not seen so many 
people at any time of the day 
emptying their kidneys on con- 
crete walls .... Is a renal disorder 
sweeping the nation? Or are th^ 
simply trying to re-establish their 
links to t^ underdass of the 
animal kini^om? Tatad warned 
that all Manila may soon be 
'transformed into a pubUc 
sewer.' ” 


Businessmen say 
‘no’ to emergency 
call by military 


THE state-of-emergency 
proposal floated by the 
the other day drew sharp criti- 
cism from several quarters, 
including Congr^, human- 
ri^ts advocates and, in a seem- 
ing irony, the buaness commun- 
ity. 

Industrialist-businessman Ra- 
ni Concepdon, deserflung the 
proposal as “off tangent,” said 
the prevailing peace and order 
situation does not necessitate the 
declaration of a state of emer- 
gency. 

“I don't think there is any need 
for it,” he said after he spoke at 
■the Talakayan sa Makati media 
forum. 

The usually conservative buri- 
ness community h^ on many 
instances called . for sterner 
official measures against 
militants. In 197^ it was among 
the first to applaud then 
President Marcosforhtsdedsioh 
to declare martial law. 

This time, however, it is in no 
mood to acc^t a return to auth- 
oritarianism, observers noted. 

Concepcion, twin brother of 
Trade and Industry Seoetary 
Jose ConoeiMon and cluunnan 
of Filipino Movement; said 
that if the ^vernment declares a 
state of emergen^, “then we are 
actually telling the woild that we 
are de^ng with such a critical 
situation that requires stringent 
police measures.” 

Such measures, he added, 
would only drive away both bua- 
ness opportunities for FSipinos 
and prospective foreign mves- 
tors. 

Speakers Ramon V. Mitra 
also strongly opposed the 
imposition of a state of emer- 
gency because “the present peace 
and order siiuation does not 
nece^tateit” 

His spokesman. Mat Defen- 
sor, quoted him as saying that “if 
defence and military authorities 
believe that our laws axe not 
enoi^ to help them Agbt com- 
munist rebels, then the House 
look into their claims.'* 

Sen. Ernesto Maceda, chair- 
man of that diamber’s commit- 
tee on national defence and 
security, likewise oppiosed the 
sug^stion. saying: “Ba^ on 
w&t the military has been telling 
in the last three months, there is 


nobash for sudi a proposal” 

He said thededaration of state 
of emergency would seriouriy set 
back the economic recovery 
programmes of the Aquino 
arfmmig trji t ion. 

The Churdi-based Ecumen- 
ical Movement for Justice and 
Reform (Philippines) said it 
riews the state, of emergency 
proposals as “a grave thrnt to 
the ri^ts of the people.” 

In a statement sent to news- 
paper offices, yesterday, the 
EMJP said; “We bdieve that 
human rights must be aJways 
held supreme and mviolabJe. 
This proposal illustrates the 
resurgence of fasdsm In the 
country.” 

Other human-rights groups 
noted that during the Aim 28

Aquino to 
lift ban 
on maids 
going to 
Hong Kong

HONG KONG — The Ravel 
on Filipino domestics to 
Hong Kong wiD soon be lifted 

as President Aquino is expected 
to get from Hong Kong auth- 
orities assurances of legal 
protection for her country'* 
overseas housemaids. 

A ranking Philippine labor 
official told the Hong Kong 
Standard that the President will 
be viating Hong Kong on April 
14 after a risit to China. 

Last month, the Ptulipinne 
government annoimceJ a tem- 
porary bu on the dem^ure of 
housemaids until oilateral 
agreements are forged with 
h^ countries to ensure thrir 
protection against exploitation 
andabuse. 

The measure was prompted 
fay rqiorts of “inhumane treat- 
ment*' and unfair labor prac^ 
tices by foreign employers of 
Filipino maids. 

Ms. Aquino, theoffidal said, 
will be meeting with Filipino 
maids in Hong Kong during 
hervisiL 

Of the 87,000 FEipinas who 
left the Philippmes last year to 
be emirioyed as housemaids, 
51 ,000 went to Hong Kong. 

The rest are scattered in 
countries like Singapore, Saudi 
Arabia, Kuwait and other Mid- 
dle East countries, Canada and 
Europe. 

The Hong Kong newspaper 
was told that Ms. Aquino's

TTie drUg company was one 
of many benefitmg from the 
announceineDt recent^ in the 
United States that h^thy peo- 
ple could almost halve the ri^ 
of heart attadts by taking an 
aspirin tablet every two days. 

Reaction* to the statement. 

I by Dr Charles Hennekens of 
' Harvard University Medical 
School, had been even more 
marked in America. After it 
. was announced that thomiands 
^ ofpeople would be saved from 
he^ attacks, health-conscious 
middle-aged Americans 
flocked to their chemists to bi^ 
the miracle drug. Drug retailers 
were euphoric. 

Mirrored 

“Sales are up 1 S ^ cent, but 
the big boom is still ahead of 
us,” said ^ Cohen, pierident 
of Duane Reade, one of New 
York's biggest drug retail 
chains. “Annins are gmng to 
be taken like, vitamins." 

Cohen's ' reaction was 
mirrored on WaO Street where 
shares in Staling and Bristol' 
Myers, two. of the mnlti- 
national pharmaceutical 


g^ts, rocketed. 

The research whidi caused 
this boost for share prices and 
health hopes iras bqgun by 
Hennekens in 1982. He.andhis 
team observed the- effects of 
aspirin on 22,000 male doctors 
— half of them takiagapJac^b 
— aged between 40 84. 

None of them had any prerious 
history of heart disease or 
stroke. 

' However, at the hastily sum- 
moned press conference in 
Washington last week, Hen- 
nekens and his team made tbe 
astonishing announcement 
that an aqririn every other day 
could reduce the risk of a heal- 
thy person having a heart 
attack by 47 per cent. 

The Harvard researchers 
were so confident they took tile 
unprecedented step of halting 
the study two ytars earlier than 
planned, saying they were 
releasing the results 
immediately to save lives. 

Hiey araied that withhold- 
ing the fiodings until 1990 
would be unethical, as the 
11,000 doctors who were not 
already taking aqnrin would be 
put at risk. 

However, Hennekens's 
announcement has not been 
greeted everywhere. Since the 
news broke last Wednesday 
shock waves have reverberated 
round Britain's more con- 
servative medical establish- 
ment. 

Indeed, one significant 
group of British scientists who 
have been carr^mg out sixnilar 
research work since 1979 under 
Professor Sir Richard Doll, of 
Oxford University, have tato 
umbrage at the Americans* 


breaking eover so em'ly and 
. with such a bio^bustn. 

Althoii^ the British scient- 
ists are i^y to accqpt that 
aqurinisgood for you and that 
regular doses can reduce tte 
risk of heart disease and 
strokes, they are extrezndy con- 
cerned that tbe America have 

that the only pec^e m^yendit 
are those who have already 
been struck downity a stroke or 
a heart attack. In ttesecases 
risk can be reduced by about 30 
percenL 

The British camp says that 
for those who have not scored 
the pain and anguish of arteries 
clottbi with bfood, the likdy 
benefiU of result tioses 

are so minimal they would be 
outweighed by a much 
increased chance of brain 
haemorrhage. 

Whatmakes them so anxious 
is that the American announ- 
cement could be misintejpreted 
and lead to healthy peojM suf- 
ficing aspirin's potentially 
lethaTside efiects. Inis worry js 
fiidled because it is already 
known that some groups, like 
children and people with 
stomach disorders, should 
avoid the dn^. 

The aspirin story begins 
more than 2,000 years ago with 
Hippomtes, the Greek fether 
of mediejne. He first tried out a 
brew made from the l^ves of 
the white u^ow tJXfi to help 
ease tbe pain of duldtMTtlL 

Chemists later discovered 
that willow leaves oontained 
salidn, a substance closely 
related to aspirm. And in 17i8 
Edward Stone, an obscure 
KngiUh clergyman from Chip- 



iMiig Norton, found that the 
brew he ooncccted by boiling 
willow bark in water could cure 
a fever raging among his pw- 
shioners. A chemical 
equivalent of Stone's v^etable 
extract waspa ten ted in 1899 by 
Fritz Hoiraiano. a scientist 
working for the German com- 
pany, iMyer. 

However, it was not until the 
1970s that Sir John Vane, a 
chemist world^ at St Barth- 
olomew's hosi»tal in London, 
discovered how it actually 
wofked: by inhibiting the work 
ofcheinicals, called prostegiu- 
dins, in tbe blocM, aspirin 
interrupted the communica- 
tion or pain from parts of the 
body to the brain. 

More importantly. Vane dis- 
covered that aspirin cotild 
prevent tiny par&les m the 
blood, called platelets, sticking 
together when they met dis- 
eased blood tissue. The drag 
could therefore slow down 
blood clotting. By preventing 
the blockage of blood to the 
heart and brain. Vane showed 
how a^rin could reduce heart 
attacks and strokm in unheal- 
thy people and for his pioneer- 
ing work he won the Nobd 
prize for medidne to 1^2. 

For the past nine ye^ 
Doll’s study has been looking 
at how a 500 milUgram daily 
dose of aspirm a^ts 5,000 


healthy British doctors. Doll's 
conelttstou contradicts his 
American counterpart's. The 
British- study has found that 
aspirin does not agnificantiy 
reduce the risk of heart attack 
in healthy patients. 

Moreover, some researefaeis 
warn that the Americans may" 
have missed a fetal flaw in their, 
research. Although there were 
nearly twice as many heart 
attacks amoi^ those who did 
not take aspirin (1 89) as among 
those who did (104) tbe small 
print may tell adifferent story. 

Dr Peter Sandercock. a 
neurologist at Edinburg's 
Western General hospital, 
points out that aspirin may 
mducehaemorrhagebeauseor 
hs blood-thinning capal^ties. 

He said: “The American 
study tends to gloss over the 
fact that in the aspirin- 
allocated group there were 13 
brain haemorrhages while in 
the placebo (control) groups 
there were only six.** 

Tbe Americans dismiss these , 
flgmes as statistically insig- 
QincaDL However, Sanderco^ 
argues that the brain haemorr- 
hage figures are alannin^y 
sixmlar to those found in other 
studies, and that it is this 
evideDce which has caused Brit- 
ish researchers to pause before 
advising people to reach for 
their aspirin tablets.

He said that (tiabetes was a 
secondary disease caused by 
other iUoess though obeaty 
played a big role. 

Heediiary factors were res- 
ponsible for SO per cent ofc»^ 
of acute diabetes. 

According to statistics, three 
per centof residents suffer from 
diabetes. There are more cases' 
of diabetes among Kuwaitis 
b^use of hereditary factors 
caused by marriage to close 
relatives. 

He said that diabetes in 
Kuwait was detected during the 
late 1960s with tbe increase of 
obesity among Kuwaitis and 
the change in eating habits. 

He soia that fatness wasmore 
prevalent in women than men, 
and women above 40 years of 
age get diabetes as a result of 
fi^uent pregnancies. 

He said the government pays 
large sums of money for treat- 
ing diabetics, and insulin is 
expensive. 

He urged people to have 
regular check-ups to detect 
diabetes in its early stages and 
to ensure better health. 


Toothbrushes on the way out

LONDON: Dentistry is at ^ 
dawn of a new age, according 
to Professor Anthony Valen- 
tine' from the p^atric and 
preventive dentistry depail- 
meni at Queen's University in 
Belfast. It is al the start of a 
prev«itive age to replace treat- 
ment and cure. 

In u debate on the changing 
face of dentistry at the annual 
conference of the British 
Association for the Advan- 
cement of Science in Bdfasi, 
Northern Ireland, he and other 
scientists predicted that the 
toothbrush is on its way out. 
Within SO years, tooth decay 
could be prevented by a vac- 
cine or a quick swish every day 
with a biological moulhwa^. 

The conference heard that 
dental researchers had iden- 
tified the bacteria that rot teeth 
and they were discovering 
antibodies to kill them. Profes- 
sor Mark Ferguson of Man- 
chester University, northwest 


England, said: “It does not 
take a great deal of imagina- 
tion, if we can produce these 
antibodies in sufficient quan- 
tities cheaply, and that U 
ble, then we may be having a 
biolo^cal mouthwash wliire 
you just swish your mouth out 
with two to three times a day. 
And that would prevent dental 
disease." 

Discovery 

Professor Valentine smd 
much dental disease could be 
• prevented now. He explained: 
“We are able to prevent dental 
caries by the use of fluoride, the 
control of excessive intake and 
frequency of refined carbo- 
h^rate, the efficient removal 
or bacterial plaque from tooth 
surfaces by either mechanical 
or chemical means and by the 
protection of the most vulnera- 
ble tooth surfaces by adhesive 
plastic films known as fissure 
slants. llteFe is even an effec- 
tive vaccine which prevents 
dental caries, at least in monk- 
eys.” 

Advances included the dis- 


covery that acids could be used 
iTtg«w»H of drills to prepare a 
tooth surface so (hat aom- 
poate resins could be stuck to 
the tooth. This abne had 
revolutionised dentistry, smd 
Flofessor Valentine. He con- 
tinued: **lf a tooth is lost we 
can now put in a replacement 
by sticking a projection on tbe 
fmse tooth to its neighbours. If 
teeth are broken and the nerve 
is damaged — even dead we 
can make the root continue to 
grow using calcium hyihox- 
ide.If teeth are knocked out or 
are very loose, we have ui»- 
covered that removable splints 
are much more effective than 
fixed rigid flints. The patirat 
leaves the splint out as soon as 
he is comfortable. *' 

Professor Ferguson, 

however, predicted that a vac- 
cine coul(l soon be available to 
inject against tooth decay 
every few years. He said the 
“revolution” taking place in 
dentistry could have enormous 
spin-offs for general medicine.

Industrialised 
countries must 
open their markets 
to Third World 
products 

BONN, Feb 20. (Opecna): The 
Christian Democratic Party 
(CDU) which leads the West 
German coalition government 
headed by chancellor Helmut 
Kohl, said on Thursday that 
“debtors, creditors, commeFcial 
banks, international organisa- 
tions and governments must 
to^^er face" the global debt 
cnsis. 

A CDU study, published here, 
stressed that in the interest of^a 
solid world economy", develop- 
ingcountries had to be Integra tM 
into the international economic 
system, while possibilities must 
be created for a solution of the 
debt crisis. 

Industrialised countries must 
open their markets even more to 
the products of developing coun- 
tries to gjve them access to the 
foreign currency needed for 
keeping their obligations, the 
study ^id. 

**It is in the self-interest of the 
industrialised countries them- 
selves that developing nations 
should overcome their 
problems," the study pointed 
ouL 

Easier 

It recommended easier com- 
mercial terms, more tolerance for 
import barriers, and understand- 
ing for the protection of develop- 
ing nations' young industries. 

According to the Jnter-Press 
Service news agency, the party 
said it would pay more attention 
to the effects of the programmes, 
recommended by the Inter- 
national Monetary Fund (IMF) 
to ensure that the agency's 
measures did not make unaccep- 
table demands on the poor coun- 
tries' populations thus endanger- 
ing aspirations.

BEUING, Feb 20, (AP): AcUng 
Premier U Peng said today the 
^vemmeni may expand its sub- 
sidies of major commodities to 
cut the inflation rate, which hit 
7.S percent last year. 

In a speech marking the Lunar 
New Year, Li told about 6,000 
listeners at the Great Hall of the . 
People that the rapid riseinjprice, 
especially for fopd, was China's 
most pressing economic 
problem, the olTicial Xinhua 
news agency reported. 

Xinhua said Li admonished 
governments at all levete to make 
price stability a priority and said 
the State Council, China's 
cabineL is considering ways of 
expanding the subsidy 
programme. 

"However, we should not 
follow the road as we did in the 
past where prices were rigidly 
controlled by administrative 
means," Li added. 

Li did not specify which price 
subsidies would be increased or 
by how much, or whether price 
supports would be introduced 
for non-subsidised items. 

Any such move would be a 
dramatic step away from the 
government's goal of gradually 
ending price controls and letting 
market forces take over.

LONDON, Feb 20. (AP); The 
worst appears over now Ibr the 
dollar, but the US currency isn't 
Ukely to rise much further, a 
growing number of European 
Foreign exchange experts say. 

Almost two months after the 
dollar hit record lows against the 
Japanese yen and the West Ger- 
man mark and a six-year low 
against the British pound, the 
dollar has partly recovered and is 
holdingsleady in a narrow ran^. 

“We've certainly seen the bot- 
tom, without any doubt," John 
Harris, an analyst with com- 
modities broker Rudolf Wolff 
and Co., said yesterday “We 
have turned around.” 

Other analysts made similar 
assessments, though many 
agreed that the dollar will not 
move much higher in the 
foreseeable future. 

“This is the top for the dollar." 


said Paul Chertkow, director of 
currency economics at the Lon- 
don investment firm Hoare 
Govett Ltd. 

Rales 

Part of the reason, is that the 
central banks of the major indus- 
trial nations — which spent 
billions in their own currencies 
buying dollars to steady foreign 
exdiange rates — won't let t^ 
dollar rise much further, Harris 
said. 

“They wouldn't want to see the 
dollar suddenly take ofi*. There 
has been a definite attempt to 
bring some stability to the 
foreign exchange markets," 
Harris said. 

Currency experts disagree, 
however, about whether the' 
dollar will continue to hold 
steady or will relinquish a por- 
tion of its recent gains. 

Chris Johns, a currency econ- 


omist with the investment com- 
pany Phillips and Drew, said, 
“my best guess is that we'll get a 
fairly long period of stability 
now, until the middle of the 
year.” 

But Chertkow said: “The next 
major move for the dollar will be 
lower.” 

Particularly bearish, Cher- 
tkow said the markets could see 
the dollar hit new record lows 
within months. 

Impact 

The dollar began declining 
sharply in November over con- 
cerns about the economic impact 
of the worldwide stock market 
crash and the staggering trade 
and budgtet deficits in the United 
States. 

On Dec 31 inLoadon.it hit a 
record low of 1 22 Japanese yen, a 
record low of 1.S815 West Ger- 


man marks and a six-year low of 
1 .88S0 against the Briti^pound. 

As of Friday morning m Lon- 
don, the dollar was worth 130.02 
yen, 1.707 West German marks 
and 1 .7505 vs. the British pound. 

Losaea 

A major turning point came 
early in January, when central 
banks set a trap for dollar-selling 
spe^ators and pushed up the 
dollar with unexpectedly aggres- 
ave concerted intervention. 

The speculators who had bet 
that the doUar would decline fur- 
ther suffered painful losses and 
many were frightened out of the 
markeL They have remained 
reluctant to attempt more dollar 
selling, analysts say. 

At the same time, the fordgn 
exchange markets' attention 
mostly has been focus^ on the 
US government's merchandise 
trade reports. 


World Bank announces $74.8b capital increase 


WASHINGTON, Feb 20, (AP): 
A long-expected general capitd 
increase for the World Bank, a 
major source of credit for poor 
countries, was announced yes- 
terday by bank president Barber 
B. Conable. 

The capital increase of S74.8 
billion, to be subscribed by mem- 
ber countries over five years, will 
enable (he bank to lend money to 
developing countries at the rate 
of S20 billion a year by the early 
1990s, Conable said. 

The World Bank, based in 
Washington and owned by its 
151 member countries, lent a 
record SI 4.2 billion in the fiscal 
yearending last June. Agreement 
of the shareholding countries on 
the new capital opens the way for 
“stronger World Bank support 
for the developing countries" 


and demonstrates “the con- 
fidfenceofourshareholder gover- 
nments in the bank," said Cona- 
ble, a former US Congressman. 

Increase 

The general capital increase of 
slightly more than 77 per cent 
was the world bank's tl^ gen- 
eral capital increase in its 44-year 
history. Earlier general 
increases, in 1959, and 1980, 
approximately doubled theauth- 
orued capital. 

The latest increase will raise 
the bank's authorised c^tal to 
S171 billion, Conable said. Tlie 
bank’s executive directors 
agreed on the measure and will 
send it for formal votes of 
approval by April 30 from the 
board of governors made up of 
the finance minister or other sen- 
ior official from each membCT 


country. 

Each of the 151 memb^ coun- 
tries contributes capital in 
proportion to its holding of 
^ares, with the United States the 
largest shareboldw with about 
20 per cent. Next largest are 
Japan and West Germany. 

Discussion 

The capital increase had been 
under prolonged discussion by 
the major shareholding coun- 
tries and Friday'sannouncement 
h^ awaited th^ agreement and 
allocation of funds. It means the 
United States will be expected to 
contribute nearly S80 million for 
the year beginning on Oct 1 and 
ab< ut the same amount in each 
of the following four years. The 
last US contributions was 40.2 
million late last year.

BAHRAIN, Feb 20, (Reuter):

US looks to trade to sustain growth 


WASHINGTON, Feb 20, 
(Reuter): US offidals are looking 
to rising exports to hdp sustain 
American economic growth but 
expect expansion to be much 
slower tins year than in 1987. 

President Reagan said in bis 
economic repiort to Congress on 
Friday that foreign trade was 
making a significant contribu- 
tion to the US economy, now in 
its sixth year of expansion, and 
that it would be dangerous for 
Congress to enact protectionist 
legislation. 

"Last year foreign trade con- 
tributed significantly to our 
economic growth," Reagan said. 
“Moreover, further 


improvemen ts are on the way. At 
this point it would be a trade 
mist^e to attempt to close the 
trade gap by closing our mark-' 
eU." 

Poised 

Reagan said in an upbeat 
report that the US economy is 
poised to grow for years locome. 

Council of Economic Advisers 
chairman Beryl Sprinkel said in 
testimony to Congress that the 
United States is making sig- 
nificant progress toward reduc- 
ing its massive trade deficit, 
which wasarecordS171 billion in 
1987. 

"It will not be over next year. 


there is no doubt about that," 
Sprinkel said. “It will beout there 
arewyeais,butit’scomingdown. 
We’re going to make bigprogress 
thisy^." 

Sprinkel was testifying on the 
Council of Econotme Advisers 
report that accompanied the 
president's reporL ' 

Depreciation 

The council's report said the 
US trade position should 
improve as the lower value of the 
dollar makes US mods more 
attractive to foreignbuyers. 

‘The. additional depredation 
of the dollar during the fourth 
quarter of 1 987, and the continu- 


ing pass through of some of the 
.effects, of earGer depredation, 
should enhance export com- 
p^tiveness further," the report 
said. 

The council’s report said it 
expected US economic growth to 
■ slow to about 2.4 per cent above 
inflation from the robust growth 
level of3.8 per cent in 1987. 

The trade defidt has become 
an important issue in the US 
presidential campaign. Missouri 
Congressman Rich^ Gephardt 
is running hard for the 
Democratic nomination on the 
platform of a tough amendment 
he is sponsoring to a trade bill 
now before Congress.

UP! spokesman Christopher- 
Smith said: “Vazquez Rana still 
owns UPI for the moment but he - 
has granted the proxy on his 
shares to WNW Group to 
operate UPI for at least 10 
years.” 

UPI sources said they believed 
one of the factors delaying 
Vazquez Rana making an 


outright sale of at least part of the 
agency was the need to get a 
formal agreement with its union, 
the Wire Service .Guild, which 
was required for the sale. 

They said they believed such 
an agreement could be reached 
rrrtto’wWefcr Va^uez^Rjaxurhas' 
said publidy that he is losing SI 
million a month on UPI. 

Dan Carmichael, chairman of 
the Guild, said Stdnle had asked 
to meet him on Monday to dis* 
cuss the takeover, TheGuild is in 
dispute with UPI management 
over its decision late last year to 
declare an impasse in labour 
n^tiations and impose work 
rules. 

UPI sources said they believed 
Vazquez Rana had to reach an 
agreement with the Guild on an 
enmloyee’s stock option plan 
before he could dispose of any of 
the assets of tbe agency.

Dow 2,000 becoming 
a familiar number 


NEW YORK, Feb 20, (AF): Just 
a little more than a y^ after the 
Dow Jones industrial average 
first reached 2,000, the stock 
maiket has adopted that level as 
a regular hangouL 

Since the crash in October that 
sent the average tumbling into 
the low 1700s, the market has 
raUed back to around 2,000 four 
separate times. On each of those 
occasions, the advance has bog- 
ged down at that point 

Now, Wall Streeters hope, it 
may be ready to clear that obsta- 

Many stock market analysts 
say it is simplistic or even silly to 
talk about round-number levels 
in the Dow as measures of any 
significance for the market 
outlook. 

Performance 

When investing institutions 
measure their performance 
against the market as a whole, 
these anal}«ls point out, they 
usually don’t use the Dow, but 
rather the broader Standard and 
Poor's 500-stock composite 
index. 

Nevertheless, Dow 2,000 
'appears to provide a good 
refuence point for the current 
state of the market. 

It served as one of the land- 
marks of the great 1982-87 bull 
market when the average fust 
surpassed it on Jan 8 of last year. 

And one emphatic message of 
the crash on Ocl 19 seemed to be 
tiiat tte Dow in the 2000s was too 
high. 

Now that a semblance of 
stability has returned to the 
marketplace, a new symbolic 
appraisal has been made: 
improvement in the trade deficit 
and a decline in iaierest rates 
have warranted a return to the 


threshold of 2.000 al least. 

But to bi^ stocks much above 
that level is still considered a 
risky proposition. 

“When the market rallies 
almost to 2,000 one conlin^t 
believes — loudly — that it is 
^ready running into trouble,” 
observed Jusun Mantis in a 
current market commentary for 
the investment firm of Cowen 
and Co. 

’’Another group quickly gets 
labelled on TV as emergent bulls' 
and insists they’ve never given up 
faith in new Do w Higb& ” 

In the past week tte industrial 
average closed above 2,000 on 
Tuesday and Wednesday after 
the Washington’s birthday 
holiday, slipped back briefiy, 
and then jumped ahead again. It 
clewed on Friday at 2,014.59, up 
3 1 .33 from the week tefore. 

The New York Stock 
Exchange composite index rose 
2.10 to 146.96; the American 
Slock Exchange Market value 
index 3.16 to 280.16, and the 
Nasdaq composite index for the 
over-the-counter market 3.85 to 
357.12. 

Volume on the Big Board 
averaged 160.98 million shares a 
day, against 179.43 million the 
w^b^ore.

West German wins women’s downhill title 


CALGARY, Alberta, Feb 20, 
(AP): The Soviet Union stayed 
one gold medal ahead of 
Gennany in the WinterOlympics 
yesterday, while a nervous West 
German, on a ^'really wiki'l ride 
down Mount Allan, beat the 
favoured Swiss for the pres- 
tigious women’s downhill ski 
title. 

The new downhiU ski queen, 
Marina Kiehi, 23. raced throu^ 
winds that some skiers com- 
plained were as strong as those 
that forced a postponement on 
Thursday. She said, *‘lt wasa fair 
race because everybody had the 
wind." 

Sweep 

With victory yesterday by 
Joerg HofTman and Jochen Piet- 
2 sch in the men’s doubles luge 
race, the East Germans com- 
pleted a sweep of all three luge 
gold medals in the winter games. 
That i^ve them four golds in all, 
including one in speed skating. 


But Soviet skier Mikhail 
Deviatiarov, setting a punishing 
pace, woo the 1 5-kilometre cross 
country race by 14 seconds, giv- 
ing the Soviets their third victory 
in four cross country events and 
their fifth gold me^ of these 
games. 

In all, the Soviets had 13 
medals and the East Germans 
eigfaL while the third-place Swiss 
had four, including one gold for 
ace ^rmin Zurbrig|eD'$ victory 
in the men's downhul. 

The defending champion 
Soviet hockey team scored its 
fourth victory against no defeats, 
beating West Germany ^3. It 
was the German's first loss 
three victories.

In a night game, the United 
States, l-^ sought to ke^ its 
medal hopes alive against winl^ 
Norway. 

The Swiss had been hoping for 


a women’s downhill victory by 
defending champion Michela 
‘ Figini or Maria Walliser, the 
World Cup overall champion the 
last two seasons. 

But Walliser was fourth and 
Figini — trying to become tte 
first Alpine skier in Olympic his- 
toiy to F^>eat as champion — 
finished ninth as lUehl gave West 
Gennany its first gold of the 
games.
